Researchers Study Flu

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
The shopper looking through 
all those cans of peas trying 
to find one that might have 
escaped the grocer’s m ark­ 
up may soon get help from a 
state legislator 
Rep. Ron Bird, D-San 
Antonio, has sponsored a bill 
to prohibit the relabeling of 
retail goods at higher prices. 
“ ITI probably be called a 
commie or pinko because 
I ’m ‘thw arting free en ­ 
terprise,’” Bird said. 
His bill would make of­ 
fending retailers guilty of a 
Class C misdemeanor, liable 
to a fine up to $200. A stock 
boy marking up goods on 
orders from the boss would 
be 
protected 
from 
prosecution. 
“ He (the grocer) shouldn’t 
go back and re-mark goods 
because, he already figures 
in a good profit for himself 
when he first marks the 
goods,” Bird said. 
“ Many 
retailers 
are 
making a profit off inflation. 
They tell their customers 
they’re real 
sorry 
about 
inflation, but they’re not so 


sorry they don’t send the 
stockboy out to rem ark 
goods.” 
Bird said opponents argue 
the law would be unen­ 
forceable and would stymie 
competition and ultimately 
free enterprise. 
He admitted enforcement 
wouldn’t be easy but he said 
“with ll million people in the 
state, 
there’ll 
be enough 
people 
able 
to 
bring 
violations of the law to the 
attention 
of

authorities.” 
C o m p etitio n

three years. 
Drs. Robert Couch and 
Julius A. Kasel said the 
center at Baylor College of 
Medicine was funded by the 
National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious diseases to 
use Houston as a model city 
to 
learn 
how 
influenza 
works. 
“ Houston is not unique in 
what we know of 
past 
epidem ics,” Couch said 
“ We believe it will be ap 
p liab le to other cities and 
other parts of the world. 
“We’re trying to find ways 
of 
developing 
and 
im 
plementing new methods of 
control of influenza in time 
to abort or minimize the 
pandemic of 1978.’ 
P a n d e m i c s 
geographically 
widespread 
epidemics — occur about 
every IO to 14 years. The last 
one in this country occurred 
in the winter of 1968-69. In 
the last three flu pandemics 
about 86,000 people died in 
the United States. 
The current influenza A 
strain 
is 
called 
Port 
Chalmers Flu after a town in 


New Zealand where it was 
first isolated Couch said an 
epidemic of Port Chalmers 
Flu was expected this winter 
in Houston but it 
didn't 
appear there would be a 
widespread outbreak. 
“That’s not only good for 
the people but for us because 
we just got started and need 
another year to be better 
organized,” he said. 
The center was founded 
last July to learn how flu 
enters 
a 
com m unity, 
monitor its spread, deter­ 
mine duration and disap­ 
pearance. 
“ If we can learn that, the 
C om m unicable 
D isease 
Center in Atlanta will have 
the 
responsibility 
of 
im­ 
plementing new controls,” 
Kasel said. 


The Houston center will 
m onitor 
flu 
spread 
throughout 
the year 
and 
watch for epidemic periods, 
usually in the winter when 
people stay inside more and 
the disease can more easily 
spread. If they can learn 
what occurrences signal the 
beginning of an epidemic it 
may be possible to head off 
the epidemic, Couch said. 
“After all,” he said, “the 
prevention of death is the 
main thing, not just stopping 
flu.” 
The center is watching for 
outbreaks of the flu through 
city health clinics in mostly 
low socio-economic areas, 
selected family physicians 
and downtown hospitals. 
They 
also 
m onitor 
a b ­ 
senteeism in schools, among 


city employes and in several 
m ajor departm ent chain 
stores.
